1953. This lag in personal service expenditure figures is neces- 
sary in order that actual expenditures may be reported.

Federal personnel within the United States decreased 21,653 from 
the March total of 2,342,067 to the April total of 2,320,414. 

Exclusive of the Department of Defense there was a decrease of 1,267 
from the March figure of 1,160,926 to the April firure of 1,159,659 

Total civilian employ ment within the United States for the Depart- 
ment of Defense for April was 1,160,755, a decrease of 20,386 from the 
March total of 1,181,141. 

The Office of the secretary of Defense decreased 
March figure of 2,215 to the April figure of 2,162. 

The Department of the Army civilian personnel within the United 
States decreased 8,563 from the March figure of 471,787 to the April 
figure of 463,224. 

The Department of the Air Force civilian personnel within the 
United States decreased 4,743 from the March figure of 273,745 to 
the April figure of 269,002 

The Department of the Navy civilian personnel within the United 
States decreased 7,027 from the March figure of 433,394 to the April 
figure of 426,367.

Outside continental United States Federal personnel decreased 
2,376 from the March total of 184,752 to the April total of 182,376. 

A decrease of 344 was reported by the departments and agencies 
other than the Department of Defense from the March total of 
62,359 to the April total of 62,015 

Total civilian employment outside continental United States for 
the Department of Defense decreased 2,032 from the March total of 
122,393 to the April total of 120,361. 

The Ofhee of the secretary of Defense reported 52 in overseas 
civilian employment 

The Department of the Army reported a decrease of 356 in overseas 
civilian employment from the March figure of 52,049 to the April 
fieure of 51,693. 

The Department of the Air Force reported a decrease of 529 in 
overseas civilian employment from the March figure of 36,704, to the 
April fieure of 36.175. 

The Department of the Navy r ported a decrease of 1.147 in over- 
seas civilian employment from the March figure of 33,588 to the 


April figure of 32,441.

Total industrial employment during April 1953 decreased 15,801 
from the March figure of 794,954 to the April figure of 779,153. 

Industrial employment in the departments and agencies other 
than the Department of Defense increased 537 from the March 
figure of 26,774 to the April figure of 27,311 

The Department of Defense decreased its total industrial employ- 
ment by 16,338 from the March figure of 768,180 to the April fig- 
ure of 751,842. 

The Department of the Army reported a decrease of 5,581 from 
the March figure of 273,933 to the April figure of 268,352. Inside 
continental United States Army industrial employment decreased 
5,343, and outside continental United States Army industrial em- 
ployment decreased 23 

The Department of the Air Force reported a decrease of 3,9 
from the March figure of 180,578 to the April figure of 176,64 
Inside continental United States Air Force industrial employment 
decreased 3,559, and outside continental United States Air Force 
industrial employment decreased 372 

The Department of the Navy reported a decrease of 6,826 from the 
March ficure of 313,669 to the April ficure of 306,843 Inside con 
tinental Urited States Navy industrial employment decreased 5,669, 
and outside continental United States Navy industrial employment 
decreased 1,157. 

The term “industrial employees” as used by the committee refers 
to unskilled, semiskilled, skilled, and supervisory employees paid 
by the Federal Government who are working on construction projects, 
such as airfields and roads and in shipyards and arsenals. It does 


not include maintenance and custodial employees.
